Returns as Guest Speaker

Keverenil lim UiiffcnMtcr, 81, who lias spi 
Ill Tumillce lining beneviileiil work*, will lie gi 
at I hi- Torrnnt'R I'',vs( C'lirlstlan ( liiirch Snniltiy.

In 1804 -ho Ki-mliiufitil 
MiMiicK, Iowa, where ho nh 

tailing his first pastornk- In*, 
Cliarlton, Iowa. Litter, he WBH 
sent as a Missionary In the 
northwest, at Tacoina, Washing­ 
ton. He was called to- the First 
Christian" Church in Seattle In 
1900 Where -he spent five years. 
From there, he went to Ilutte, 
Montana, until 1823. When he 
was railed to Torrance.

He was Torrance's first resi­ 
dent ' minister. It was in 1024 
that tho first of tho present 
church buildings were put up; 
Also In 1924 -he became a char­ 
ter member of the Torrance Ro­ 
tary Club. He was the Chairman 
of the Crippled Children's Com­ 
mittee, which provided transpor­ 
tation fo.- the children In this 
area to the Children's Hospital.
